Scientists’ Accidental 
Discovery Important | 


New Way To Purify Drinking Water 
Is Belief 

An antiseptic giving of rays which | 
are capable of penetrating glass and, 
attacking microbes has been aceident- 
ally discovered by two scientists. A4 
bottle containing an antiseptic solu- 
tion was dropped in a vessel of Im- 
pure water, The bottle was sealed, 
in such a way that none of the anti- 
septic could come in contact with the 
water, yet twenty-four hours later, 
when jit was removed, one quarter of 
the microbes in the impure water had 
been killed. The only theory ad-, 
vanced explain the phenomenon ! 
was that the antiseptic gave off rays, 
which attacked and killed certain 
microbes, The antiseptic consisted , 
of a solution of chloride of lime and, 
other chemicals, and was contained tn} 
a quartz glass tube through which the 
ays” penetrated readily. If further 
experiments which are now being 
nade prove successful, one of the most 
important consequences will be that} 
drinking water will be purified fn 
future at a low cost and without the 
use of “soluble” chemicals.
